Premier Darrell Dexter is 
defending flight and taxi 
expenses of more than 
$18,000 billed by his 
deputy in the past seven 
months. 

Online reports filed by 
members of the 
legislature show that 
deputy premier Frank 
Corbett billed $15,100 for 
Air Canada flights and 
$2,874 for taxis 
between the 
airport and his 
home in New 
Waterford. 

The bills cov¬ 
ered a period 
from last 
December to 
June and cover 
travel between 
Halifax and his 


Cape Breton riding. 

Corbett also spent 
about $250 on changed 
and cancelled flights, the 
records show. 

Dexter said Corbett of¬ 
ten works 10-hour days, 
and he doesn’t expect the 
cabinet minister to drive 
five hours back to his 
home after such long 
days. The premier said 
he’d rather see Corbett 
spend that time reading 
briefing notes on the 
plane while travelling 
home. 

“It would be a disserv¬ 
ice to the province and 
certainly a disservice to 
Mr. Corbett if he were to 
waste his time driving 
back and forth,” said Dex¬ 
ter. 

The records 
show that during 
that same time 
span, other 
members of the 
legislature drove 
between Halifax 
and their 
constituencies in 
Cape Breton.

In a bid to cut down on pa¬ 
per and costs, the province 
is considering buying 40 
iPads for senior bureau¬ 
crats and politicians. 

A tender for an initial 
purchase of 40 iPads was 
posted to the govern¬ 
ment’s website on Tuesday. 
The request is for the 64 
GB model of Apple’s 
newest tablet, which retail 
for about $850 a pop. 

Speaking to reporters 
on Thursday, Premier Dar¬ 
rell Dexter said the tender 
was just that — a tender — 
not a final decision to pur¬ 
chase the high-tech de¬ 
vices. 

“Being put on that list is 
no guarantee that you will 
receive any particular con¬ 
tract,” he said. “It simply

says that you meet the 
technical specifications for 
the province.” 

He also was adamant 
the move is not a snub of 
Research in Motion, which 
will unveil its own tablet 
— partially developed in 
Bedford — this month. 

“That’s not what’s hap¬ 
pening. What’s happening 
is that one technology is 
being added to the stan¬ 
dard contract list,” Dexter 
said. “(RIM’s) Playboolcs 
will be added as well ... in 
July.” 

Dexter pointed out that 
provincial staff use almost 
3,000 of RIM’s BlaclcBerries 
to conduct their day-to-day 
business. It’s not clear who 


would receive the iPads, 
should the province move 
ahead with the purchase. 
But Dexter said the move 
is intended to save money 
on paper and printing 
costs, noting cabinet min¬ 
isters go through reams of 


briefing documents eveiy 
week. 

“We’re looking at ... 
what the efficacy is to 
move to that kind of an ap¬ 
plication. Right now, we 
use a tremendous amount 
of paper.”

Syphilis is once again on 
the rise in HRM. 

Ten years ago there 
wasn’t a single case in the 
municipality, but 18 cases 
appeared in 2009 and 
Capital Health officials 
declared an outbreak. 

It went down to 12 cas¬ 
es last year but now in the 
first six months of 2011 
there have been 16 cases 
in HRM. 

“In the first six months 
we’ve had more than we 
did last year,” said Caryll 
Tawse, manager of the 
Protecting Health Unit. 

Syphilis is a sexually 
transmitted bacterial in-

fection and symptoms can 
show up 10 to 90 days af¬ 
ter the infection.

All of the cases in the 
HRM outbreak have been 
in male patients. 

Some of those men are 
homosexual, some pa¬ 
tients had sex with bisex¬ 
ual men and some had 
sex with women, Tawse 
said. 

“But we don’t have any 
cases in women yet,” she 
said. 

Tawse doesn’t know 
why there have been so 
many cases lately but she 
said they’re trying to fig¬ 
ure it out. 

“The same thing is hap¬ 
pening right across Cana¬ 
da as well,” she said, 
adding there are spikes 
particularly in New 
Brunswick and Alberta.

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Pirates getting bolder: Watchdog 


O World sea attacks up 36 per 
cent in first half of 2011 


Sea piracy worldwide 
surged to 266 attacks in 
the first half this year, up 
36 per cent from a year 
ago, as Somali pirates be¬ 
came bolder and raided 
more vessels, a global mar¬ 
itime watchdog said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Sixty-one per cent, or 
163 of the attacks globally, 
were carried out by Somali 
pirates largely in the Arabi¬ 
an Sea frequented by crude 
oil tankers, the Interna¬ 
tional Maritime Bureau’s 
piracy reporting centre in 
Kuala Lumpur said in a 
statement. This was up 
from 100 attacks by Somali 
pirates in the same period 
last year. 

“In the last six months, 
Somali pirates attacked 
more vessels than ever be¬ 
fore and they’re taking 
higher risks,” said the mar¬ 
itime bureau’s director 
Pottengal Mulcundan. 

For the first time, pi¬ 
rates in June fired on ships 
in rough seas in the Indian 
Ocean during the monsoon 
season, he said. In the past, 
they stayed away from at-

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Pentagon cites largest-ever loss of defence data in cyberattack 


The Pentagon on Thursday 
revealed that in the spring 
it suffered one of its largest 
losses ever of sensitive data 
in a cyberattaclc by a for¬ 
eign government. 

It is a dramatic example 
of why the military is pur¬ 
suing a new strategy em¬ 
phasizing deeper defences 


of its computer networks, 
collaboration with private 
industry and new steps to 
stop “malicious insiders.” 

William Lynn, the 
deputy secretary of defence, 
said in a speech outlining 
the strategy that 24,000 
files containing Pentagon 
data were stolen from a de¬

He offered 
no details about what was 
taken but said the Pentagon 
believes the attacker was a 
foreign government. He 
didn’t say which nation. 

“We have a pretty good 
idea” who did it, Lynn said 


in an interview. 

One of the Pentagon’s 
fears is that eventually a ter¬ 
rorist group will acquire the 
ability to not only penetrate 
U.S. computer networks to 
steal data but to attack 
them in ways that damage 
U.S. defences or even cause

Those wielding power and 
influence are more likely 
to lead a “stressful” life, 
according to new research 
on baboons. 

Researchers at Prince¬ 
ton University discovered 
that alpha males among 
the wild yellow baboons of 
Kenya’s Amboseli Basin 
have higher levels of glu¬ 
cocorticoid, a stress hor¬ 
mone, as well as 
testosterone. 

“We found that alpha 
male baboons exhibit 
much higher stress hor¬ 
mone levels than beta (sec¬ 
ond-ranking) males, 


indicating that being at 
the very top of a social 
hierarchy may be more 
costly than previously 
thought,” lead author Lau¬ 
rence Gesquiere told 
Metro. The study is based 


on the examination of fe¬ 
cal samples from 125 adult 
baboons over nine years. 

The baboons’ high 
stress levels are most like¬ 
ly due to the energy they 
are forced to exert just 


to maintain their 
social position, Gesquiere 
added, with alpha males 
being more prone to fight¬ 
ing and protecting their 
mate, as opposed to beta 
males. 



Guergis violated ethics code, says watchdog 


The federal ethics watch¬ 
dog has found former 
Ontario MP Helena Guer¬ 
gis broke conflict-of- 
interest rules, acting in a 
way that would further the 
financial interests of her 
husband Rahim Jaffer.

Dawson says Guergis con¬ 
travened the MPs’ code 
when she wrote a letter in 
2009 to municipal politi¬ 
cians in her riding. 

Guergis lost her re-elec¬ 
tion bid in Simcoe-Grey in 
the May 2 federal election.. 

Guergis, a Conservative 
MP at the time, asked her 


town council to consider a 
pitch by businessman Jim 
Wright on a waste-man¬ 
agement project. 

Problem was, her hus¬ 
band had been dealing 
with Wright. 

“I determined that Mr. 
Jaffer was building a busi¬ 
ness relationship with Mr. 


Wright during the period 
when Ms. Guergis pre¬ 
pared and sent the letter 
to Simcoe County offi¬ 
cials,” Dawson says in her 
report. 

Dawson finds that Guer¬ 
gis violated a section of the 
MPs’ code that deals with 
furthering the private in¬ 


terests of a family mem¬ 
ber, and another that says 
MPs cannot use their posi¬ 
tion to influence a decision 
that might benefit family. 

Dawson says she experi¬ 
enced long delays in get¬ 
ting documents she 
requested from Guergis.

India 'vulnerable’ to 
terror attacks: Minister

The triple bombing that 
killed 17 in the heart of 
India’s financial capital 
sparked anger Thursday 
over the government’s in¬ 
ability to prevent terror 
strikes despite overhaul¬ 
ing security forces after 
the 2008 Mumbai siege. 

Indian officials say they 
have made extraordinary 
security reforms since 10 
Pakistani terrorists ram¬ 
paged across the city 
nearly three years ago, 
but following Wednes¬ 
day’s attack they warned 
they may never be able to 
guarantee a terror-free na¬ 
tion in a region plagued 
by extremism. 

“We live in the most 
troubled neighbourhood 
in the world,” said Indian 
Home Minister Palaniap- 
pan Chidambaram, point¬ 
ing to nearby Pakistan 
and Afghanistan. “Every 
part of India is vulnera¬ 
ble.” 

No terror group 
claimed responsibility — 
and investigators had no 
immediate suspects — in 
the bombings that shook 
three separate neighbour¬ 
hoods within minutes 
during Wednesday’s busy 
evening rush. 

Chidambaram said the 
government had no intel¬ 
ligence warning. 

“Whoever has perpe¬ 
trated this attack has 
worked in a very, very 


clandestine manner,” he 
said. 

A former top intelli¬ 
gence official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymi¬ 
ty because of the sensitivi¬ 
ty of the investigation, 
said the attack had the 


hallmarks of the Indian 
Mujahideen, an Islamic 
militant group linked to 
Pakistan’s Lashlcar-e- 
Taiba that has claimed 
past terror attacks that 
used similar explosives.

After submitting to a 
medical examination to es¬ 
tablish that he was “psycho¬ 
logically fit” to drive, the 
driver’s licence was issued 
and ready to be collected in 
October 2009, according to 
the Austrian police.

Don’t call them rodeo 
clowns or say they’re crazy. 

Scott Byrne and cousin 
Jesse Byrne are bullfighters 
at the Calgaiy Stampede, 
and not the Spanish kind 
that wear sequins and 
swing a cape at a bull. 

When a bull rider gets 
thrown from a snorting, 
leaping bull that weighs 
over a ton, their work be¬ 
gins. They distract the ani¬ 
mal and draw the beast’s 
attention away from the 
cowboy so the vulnerable 
human has time to get 
away from those swinging 
horns. 

“I get the question quite 
often, ‘Are you crazy?”’ 
says Scott. “We’re not 
crazy. We’re just guys that 
chose a profession that’s a 
little on the edge. 

“Crazy to me is someone 
jumping in a race car and 
going 200 miles per hour 
around a race track 500 
times.” 

They’re routinely and 
mistakenly called “rodeo 
clowns.” There is a rodeo 


clown on the arena infield 
who entertains the crowd 
during down time. Bull¬ 
fighters in the past have 
worn makeup and baggy 
pants, which has con¬ 
tributed to their misidenti- 
fication. 

“Now we wear jerseys 
and no makeup. We’re try¬ 
ing to define it now,” Scott 
explains. “A lot of people 
will ask what you do and 
you say you’re a bullfighter 
and they just don’t get it. 
You just say ‘clown’ and 
they get it and then you ex¬ 
plain we have nothing to 
do with being funny.

If the cowboy lands awk¬ 
wardly and can’t quickly 
get away and the bull de¬ 
cides to exact revenge, 
then the bullfighter tries to 
get between the pursuer 
and the pursued. 

“Essentially, we’re just 
getting their attention so 
whatever works, but there 
has to be a system to it 
with the three of us work¬ 
ing in the arena together,” 
Jesse explains. “It’s all basi¬ 
cally angles and timing.”

O Senate leaders discuss fallback plan as crisis talks 
continue O Same day Wall Street warns of catastrophe 


The top Democrat and Re¬ 
publican in the U.S. Senate 
are constructing a legisla¬ 
tive detour for President 
Barack Obama, a path 
around the bitter partisan 
divide over raising the 
American debt limit and 
avoiding a U.S. default on 
its spiralling debt. 

Sen. Harry Reid, the 
Democratic majority 
leader, and Sen. Mitch Mc¬ 
Connell, the top Republi¬ 


can, are at work on a leg¬ 
islative manoeuvre that 
would give Obama the 
power to raise the debt lim¬ 
it unilaterally. 

That would sidestep the 
seemingly intractable im¬ 
passe in White House talks 
that have failed now in five 
sessions to find an agree¬ 
ment with Republicans in 
the House of Representa¬ 
tives who are demanding 
dramatic spending cuts but 


are refusing Obama’s insis¬ 
tence that tax loopholes al¬ 
so be closed to raise federal 
income. Obama’s Treasury 
Department has said Aug. 2 
is the deadline for raising 
the debt limit to forestall 
an unprecedented Ameri¬ 
can default on obligations 
at home and abroad. 

The Reid-McConnell 
plan would leave the 
sharply polarized Congress 
to legislate whatever 
spending cuts it could 
muster. 

Obama will hold a news 
conference Friday to ad¬ 
dress the status of negotia¬ 
tions, his second of the 
week on a subject that has 
consumed Washington as 
the deadline approaches.

Replace the 
gym with 20 
litres of wine 

Scientists have discovered that resver- 
atrol, a natural substance found in 
grapes and wine can reverse the nega¬ 
tive effects of zero gravity in rats. 

Why should you care if you are not 
an astronaut? 

“We feel the resveratrol would be a 
good way to prevent the effects of 
physical inactivity for people who can¬ 
not undergo regular activity,” Dr. 
Stephane Blanc said. 


For the experiment, two groups of 
rats were suspended by their tails to 
create the effect of zero gravity. One 
group was given daily 400-milligram- 
per-kilogram supplements of resvera¬ 
trol, the others were given nothing. 

The scientists initially tested the 
rats to see whether the resveratrol was 
able to prevent loss of muscle mass. It 
was. They then looked at its effect on 
muscle metabolism. It was positive. Af¬ 
ter further tests the team found the 
same dosage of resveratrol had 
positive effects on bone density and in¬ 
sulin resistance, a cause of diabetes. 

According to Blanc, the average per¬ 
son would have to drink 20 litres of 
wine for the equivalent of one reserva- 
trol supplement given to the rats.

Best Potter movie yet 

O Richard Crouse and Phil Brown agree the franchise finale is completely 
satisfying O Creepy villains Ralph Fiennes, Alan Rickman steal the show 



Richard Crouse: Mark, the 
decision to break the final 
Potter book into two 
movies was criticized as a 
money grab, just a cheap 
way to get a few extra dol¬ 
lars out of Potterheads be¬ 
fore the franchise ends. 
But I have to tell you I 
think they made the right 
move. The movie is com¬ 
pletely satisfying, with a 
well told story and great 
action scenes. What did 
you think? 

Mark Breslin: Yes, 

Richard, you’re right. The 
movie is completely satis¬ 
fying. But I think it’s at the 
expense of the movie that 
preceded it, which I found 
inert and talky; the worst 
of the franchise. But this 


one felt like a thrilling 
send-off to characters 
we’ve grown to love, with 
some great action set 
pieces thrown in for good 
measure. 

RC: This is as close to an 
all-out action movie as 
there is in the Potter se¬ 
ries. Harry’s Horcrux hunt 
(say that three times fast!) 
takes up much of the 
movie leading up to some 
major revelations, an ex¬ 
istential train station 
scene and a heartwarm¬ 
ing conclusion, but along 
the way it’s an exciting 
ride. A small quibble 
though. What did you 
think of the 3D? It didn’t 
add much to the experi¬ 
ence for me. 


MB: The best thing I can 
say about the 3D is that it 
was unobtrusive, letting us 
pay attention to the com¬ 
plex plotting. But I think 
the movie, unlike most in 
the series, doesn’t work as 
a standalone film. It would 
make little sense if you 
haven’t seen the last few 
installments. And fans of 
Ralph Fiennes’ Voldemort 
won’t be disappointed — 
he’s as creepy a villain as 
you can imagine, with lots 
of screen time. By the way, 
I did try saying Harry’s 
Horcrux Hunt and was 
kicked out of the restau¬ 
rant I was in. 

RC: I thought Alan Rick¬ 
man stole the show. He 
has the creepiest vocal tics 


since Boris Karloff and re¬ 
ally brought something to 
a character that could have 
been one note. And you’re 
right, it isn’t a standalone, 
but it doesn’t have to be. 
Harry Potter has stood at 
the centre of popular cul¬ 
ture for the last decade. 
The franchise is the thing, 
not just the one picture. 

MB: In which case, I ask 
you, Richard, which were 
your favourites? Mine 
were the first three, when 
the world of Hogwarts was 
at its most innocent, and 
this one, with its brisk 
pace and brutal efficiency. 

RC: I have to tell you, I 
think the new one is the 
best of the bunch!

O Actors Justin Timberlake, Mila Kunis say their new 
film Friends with Benefits is more of a buddy comedy

Justin Timberlake and Mila 
Kunis want people talking 
about their new movie, 
Friends with Benefits. Just 
don’t call it a romantic 
comedy. 

“We always thought of 
it more as comedy than a 
romantic comedy,” says 
Kunis. “If anything, it was 
a two-hander — a buddy 
comedy with a little ro¬ 
mance in it. Because you 
care about the characters 
and you watch the charac¬ 
ters fall in love, but it’s not 
your stereotypical roman¬ 
tic comedy.” 

Timberlake is on the 
same page about the film, 
about two love-weary 
friends who embark on a 
sexual relationship with¬ 


out all that messy romance 
stuff. “I don’t know that 
we’ve ever treated it like a 
romantic comedy or a 
slacker comedy. To me, 
funny is funny and not 
funny is not funny,” he 
says. “And so we just want¬ 
ed to find the funny in all 
these situations, and that’s 
how we treated this.” 

Friends with Benefits 
marks a major milestone 
for both Timberlake and 
Kunis, as it’s the first time 
either has top-lined a film, 
though they’ve both re¬ 
ceived positive reviews for 
supporting turns in the So¬ 
cial Network and Bad 
Teacher in Timberlake’s 
case, and Black Swan and 
Forgetting Sarah Marshall 
in Kunis’. 

Still, taking the lead has 
to come with new pres¬ 


sures, but Timberlake in¬ 
sists they’re quickly 
pushed aside. “We deal 
with those demons before 
we sign contracts. After 
you commit to the movie, 
you have to let all that 
stuff go,” he says, though 
he admits having Kunis 
along for the ride was a 
huge help. 

“That was a little bit of a 
comfort, knowing that you 
were going to be sharing 
the bill and the comedy 
and the whole movie with 
a counterpart,” he adds. 
“There’s never a moment 
in this movie where it’s 
just one of us out there by 
ourselves.” 

If the premise of Friends 
with Benefits sounds more 
than a little familiar, that’s 
because it’s not the first 
movie this year to tackle 


the idea of pals hooking 
up. Natalie Portman and 
Ashton Kutcher gave it a 
go in January with No 
Strings Attached. 


Kunis, though, doesn’t 
think audiences will worry 
about a sense of deja vu. “I 
think that movies are 
movies, and there’s only so 


many original stories to be 
told in the world, and 
that’s the truth,” she says.

to like, play for a long 
time, is so exciting, and I 
feel like, I just don’t get 
these kind of roles. 

Has your sister Emily (who 
stars in Fox’s Bones) given 
you any advice about the 
world of television? 

Yeah, she’s been really 
great and really generous 
about offering me advice, 
and we’re on the same net¬ 
work, so she knows every¬ 
body involved and 
everything, so she’s been a 
really great person to talk 
to in the whole experi¬ 
ence.

As I stood watching U2 
play the 105th of 111 
shows on their 360 Tour, 
all I kept thinking was 
“Now what?” 

No tour has sold more 
tickets or grossed this 
much money. Every sin¬ 
gle show throughout the 
seven legs has sold out — 
this despite a million tick¬ 
ets having been thrown 
into disarray by Bono’s 
back injury last year. By 
the time it comes to an 
end in Moncton, on the 
30th, the total box office 
take will be somewhere 
around $700 million. 

So I ask again: Now 
what? 

Everyone in the indus- 
tiy that I’ve heard from — 
including the mysterious 
Arthur Foegel of Live Na¬ 
tion, the Canadian 
mastermind behind this 
tour and mega-tours by 
Madonna, the Police, 
David Bowie and other su¬ 
perstars — acknowledges 
that there isn’t another 
act on the planet capable 
of duplicating what U2 
has done. Even the U2 or¬ 
ganization itself can’t 
imagine anything bigger 
or more successful. 

Why? After 35 years, 

U2 remains a working 
rock ’n’ roll band that still 
can release albums and 
have them go platinum 
around the world. Their 
catalogue is so deep that it 
spans generations of fans. 
Everyone goes to the 
shows because they love 
different parts of that cat¬ 
alogue. Tours are global 
events that attract heads 
of state. (When I saw the 
show in Moscow last sum¬ 




mer, Mikhail Gorbachev 
was in the stands behind 
me.) 

There’s just not anoth¬ 
er act with U2’s musical 
firepower or financial 
backing. 

There isn’t another 
band capable of raising 
the start-up capital for 
staging a tour as big as 
360. U2 and their people 
had to spend upwards of 
$150 million before a sin¬ 


gle ticket was sold. The 
three Claw stages alone 
cost $35 million each. 
Their construction is so 
sophisticated that bidders 
from four continents 
want to buy them for con¬ 
version into permanent 
concert pavilions. 

In the current musical 
environment, I can’t see 
anyone ever outdoing this 
U2 tour. The Rolling 
Stones? They might come 


close, but they’d have to 
play more shows — and at 
their ages, that would be 
tough. 

I may just have to fly to 
Moncton to see that final 
show. Not because I want 
to see U2 again but 
because once the lights go 
down at the end of the 
set, I fear that we will nev¬ 
er, ever see the likes of a 
rock ’n’ roll show on this 
scale ever again.

Just a few years after flirt¬ 
ing with retirement, 
Richard Dalton’s paddling 
career is experiencing 
quite a revival. 

The Halifax native has 
quietly established himself 
as Canada’s top 200-metre 
canoeist this summer and 
is putting himself in a 
strong position to make his 
second trip to the Summer 
Olympics next year in Lon¬ 
don. 

The 200 is a new disci¬ 
pline for Dalton, a former 
500 and 1,000-metre racer 
who decided to specialize 
in the shorter distance 
rather than retire when it 
was added to the Olympic 
lineup two years ago. 

“It’s certainly extended 
my career quite a bit fur¬ 
ther than I thought it 
would go,” the 31-year-old 
said. 

Dalton went to the 2004 
Olympics in Athens, racing 
the C-2 1,000 with Mike 
Scarola as part of a tandem 
that won multiple interna¬ 
tional medals. After Scarola 
retired, Dalton focused on 
racing C-l in the 500 and 
1,000-metre distances. 

But when he didn’t qual¬ 
ify for the 2008 Olympics in 
Beijing, the thought of re¬ 
tirement entered his mind. 

“It didn’t look great for 
me to become No. 1 in 
Canada in the 1,000 or 
500,” Dalton said. 

The announcement in 
2009 that the 200 would re¬ 
place the 500 at the next 
Olympics was just what the

“The fact that I’m even 
still doing this gives me a 
big boost of enthusiasm,” 
he said. “I feel like I’m get¬ 
ting a lucky break, that I 
can still pursue my sport in¬ 
to my 30s and still have a 
chance to be one of the best 
at it. It’s an awesome place 
to be and I feel veiy lucky.”

Amateur leads pack at British Open 


O Lewis first amateur to lead round at a major since 1976 O ‘He could be my grandson,’ says playing partner Watson 



Tom Lewis shares a name 
with one of the British 
Open’s greatest champi¬ 
ons. 

The kid sure lived up to 
it Thursday. 

Lewis, a 20-year-old ama¬ 
teur, shot a 5-under 65 to 
share the lead after the 
opening round of golf’s 
oldest major — a day that 
was even more special be¬ 
cause he played alongside 
the man he was named af¬ 
ter: five-time British Open 
champion Tom Watson. 

“I was more nervous not 
to embarrass myself in 
front of him,” Lewis said. 

No worries there. Lewis 
pulled off some Watson- 
lilce shots at Royal St. 
George’s, making four 
straight birdies coming 
down the stretch before a 
par-saving tap-in at the 
18th left him tied with 
Thomas Bjorn. 


“I just had to smile in¬ 
side watching him play,” 
said the 61-year-old Wat¬ 
son, who needed seven 
more strokes than his 
namesake to get around 
the course. 


“I didn’t play particular¬ 
ly well myself, but I cer¬ 
tainly was impressed by 
the way he played.” 

Lewis’s late-afternoon 
charge was definitely im¬ 
pressive, but it didn’t total¬ 


ly overshadow an early- 
morning round by Bjorn, 
who was playing at this 
course on the English sea¬ 
side for the first time since 
his meltdown in the 2003 
Open. 


Amateur elite 


Tom Lewis posted the low¬ 
est round ever for an ama¬ 
teur at the British Open. 

► His score of 65 beats the 
66s posted by Frank 
Stranahan in 1950 , Tiger 
Woods’ in 1996 and Justin 
Rose in 1998 . 

That year he threw away 
a two-strolce lead on the fi¬ 
nal three holes — he need¬ 
ed three swings just to 
escape the bunker at No. 16 
— and allowed Ben Curtis 
to snatch away the claret 
jug with one of the sport’s 
most shocking upsets. 

Two very different play¬ 
ers. 

Two hugely compelling 
stories atop the leader- 
board. 

“I’m 40 years old,” Bjorn 


said, “and there might just 
be a little bit more in me.” 

U.S. Open champion Ro- 
ry Mcllroy got off to a slug¬ 
gish start but was still in 
the mix, putting up a 71 
that left him six strokes 
back. 

Considering he played 
in the morning, when con¬ 
ditions were tougher, Mcll¬ 
roy had no complaints 
about a round that began 
with two bogeys on the 
first three holes. 

“It was a day where you 
just needed to grind out a 
score,” Mcllroy said. “Any¬ 
where around even par was 
a good start.” 

In the afternoon, the 
gusting breezes off the 
Strait of Dover died down
